As:soon as the sheep ate boused in 


the Vall they are fed clover hay in the 


morning and corn fodder at night, care 
being taken, to feed only what they 
will eat up clean. 

They huve free access to salt and 
water all the time. The cornstalks 
‘were grown in drilis about three feet 
apart, Os) which @ good many ears 
have formed. The stalks from the 
parts of the field in general on which 
grew the poorest and smallest ears are 
fed before lambing and those with the 
best ears after. This avoids feeding 
too much corn before the heavier feed- 
ing is begun. The sheep have no diffi- 
culty in busking the corn or getting 
it off the cob. and they certainly waste 
lesa than the ordf{nary corn sheller. 
This feeding is continued with little 
variation until a few days after the 
lambs are dropped unless bean pods 
are available. in which case they are 
substituted occasionally for the night 
feeding of fodder. . 

As soon as possible after the lambs 
are dropped the sheep with lambs are 
Placed fi. "ens by themselves and 
heavier fe Aig is begun. At first only 
a light fee’ cf oats and bran is given 


The Dorset sheep is a survival of 
a white faced, horned, short wooled 
English breed that has descended 
unmixed from a remote period, It 
is rather larger and longer legged 


than the Down race, The ewes are 
prolific and produce their young 


earlier than most breeds. They are 
hardy, quiet, good feeders and read- 
fly adapt themselvea to new condi- 
ons. 


once a day, but this is gradually in- 
creased until they are fed both moru- 
ing and night all they will stand. Any 
indication of overfeediug. however, 
will cause a drop in the feeding for a 
few days. Then, in connection with 
this feeding of oats and -bran, more 
corn fodder is fed and stalks baving 
the best developed ears of corn. This 
feeding is continued until the lambs 
are shipped. Then the sheep are at 
once sorted out into pens by them- 
selves and put back on the old feed 
of hay and stalks and kept so until 
they are turned out in the spring. 

This method of feeding saves a great 
expense in the handling of the corn, 
and the heavy feeding 1s continved 
only during the time that is necessary 
for growing the lambs--a period of 
from five to nine weeks. It is often 
mecessary. however, to stop the feed- 
ing of curnstalks at intervals of a 
few days before lambing, as the sheep 
are apt to become too fat and have 
more milk than the youug lambs ¢an 
take at first. In general, the better 
the condition of the sheep before larab- 
ing the quicker the lamb will be ready 
for market. 

Cabbage For Cows. 

Cabbage is an excellent cow {aed 
and if properly handled will uot t#tnt 
the milk or butter, says the Kavsas 
Farmer. Fed on pasture or immediate- 
ly after milking {ft gives no flavor or 
taint. It can be fed several hours be- 
fore milking with no bad results, It 
should not be stored in the barn or 
milking quarters and should not be 
fed whtil after the milk has been re- 
moved frgm the barn, It has a yro- 
teln value above most vegetables end 
ia a profitable dairy feed when rightly 
handled.

F. H. Clergue was at the zenith of 
his fame, and there he imhibed some 
of the speculative tendencies which 
were rife, but the’ collapse of the 
boom left him with depleted finances.

Mr. Carrick, “here’s your check.” 
Three months later he sold the land | 
for $270,000. He is now engaged jin 
other real estate proposals, while he ; 
is also head of a tobacco factory in 
Winnipeg, having thus extended his 
business interésts from the “Twin 
Cities, at the gateway of the golden 
west, to Winnipeg, ‘the young giant 
of the prairies,” to quote a phrase 
which he himself used in the House 
recently. He thinks in millions, and 
no project is too big to daunt him 
He buys a new automobile every little 
while, and finds it hard to keep with 
in‘the speed limit. 

As a politician, he is as spectacular 
and unconventional as in his busi- | 
ness ventures. Last winter, having |

The remains of «@ splendid city 
flourished some 2.000 years 
re the Christian era have been 
poms irre neat Meroe, the ancient 
capital of. Ethiopia in northeastern 
| Africa, The excavations are under 
the patronage of the Countess of 
Derby, of England, and among the 
places so far brought to light are 
ruins of a vast temple of the sun. 
which Prof. A. H. Sayce, the British 

antiquary, icentifies as the Table of 
the Sun. mentioned by Herodotus as 
having stood in a green meadow ont- 


j side the ancient metropolis. 


Although there are at present no 
cities of any consequence in Abyssin- 
ia-Ethiopia, abundant evidence is 
being brought to light that in the 
past a grand and extensive civiliza- 
tion spread itself all over that side 
of the African continent, doubtless 
long before and during Solomon’: 
time. The fabulous mines of Ophir 
and the legendary Queen of Sheba 
bear testimony to the general state 
of wealth and culture in that far dis- 


“tant age. 


According to Prof. Sayce the citv 
now being uncovered was situated on 
the east bank of the Nile, between 
the fifth and sixth cataracts, where 
there was a long stretch of navigable 
river, and connecting with the land 
routes leading to the Atbara and Blue 
Nile and thence across the mountains 
of Abyssinia to the Red Sea. Here, 
within half a mile of the river, a 
stone city existed until the end of 
the fourth dynasty, \.D., when it was 
destroyed by the kings of Axum. 

One great wall of stone, four yards 
thick, 12 feet high and 150 yardes in 
length, still stands. The great Tem- 
ple of Amon abutted against this 
wall to the east, while eastward in 
the valley are tombs stretching back 
yes See 2500 B.C.
